the Law. 


UNTIMELY 
END OF 
A BAD MAN. 


Tho Ofllccr Was Hold 
Iilnmolcss 
by tho 
Coroncr'B Jury 
At an carl' hour 
last Saturday 
morning whilo J. II. 
O'Niel 
was 
standing on tho rail road track at 
Geronimo with a number of 
Mexi- 
can prisoners, whom ho was about 
to convoy to Thomas on 
the- - cars, 
ho saw a man with a 
riflo 
in 
his 
hands, cross tho track, going in tho 
direction of tho saloon from which 
tho prisoners had been taken, 
and 
hearing him say: "I'm going over 
thoro to kill somo of thoso s 
of 
b's-- 
ho told tho gurrd to put 
tho prisoners on tho cars and 
ho 
would look after tho man with 
a 
riflo in his hands, who 
sccmod 
in- 
tent on somo act of violence. 
Ap- 
proaching him 
ho 
said: 
"Young 
man, you had hotter put up 
that 
gun," or words to that effect. 
His words of warning 
wore 
not 
heeded 
by tho 
wayward 
youth 
who threatened 
tho 
officer 
with 
harm if ho interfered with his pur- 
poso. 
Still advancing towards tho 
saloon with tho rifle in position for 
instant uso, tho officer followed and 
was moro than onco 
warned 
that 
ho would reccivo tho contents 
of 
tho deadl' weapon if he 
did 
not 
"travel in another direction." 
Dop-ut- y 
O'Niel thought 
that 
by 
cau- 
tious managemont 
ho 
could 
ap- 
proach him and seize tho gun with- 
out resorting to oxtromo measures, 
but tho desperado, 
inflamed 
with 
rago, was still advancing but look- 
ing back at tho officer. 
Just as ho reached tho door, and 
when O'Niel was within a few feet 
of him, ho raised his gun nnd was 
in tho act of shooting, but 
tho 
of-fic- 
was too quick for him and he 
fell with a bullet at tho baso of tho 
nock. 
Death was almost instantaueous; 
ho spoko but once. 
Tho Justice of the Peace at Fort 
Thomas was notified by wire and 
requested by Doputy Sheriff Alex- 
ander to go down and hold an 
in- 
quest, which ho did. 
A jury of intolligont 
mon 
was 
summoned by Jake 
Sollars, 
and 
after being 
sworn, inspected 
tho 
body and retired to a tent, to hear 
testimony. 
Shelter of any discrip 
tion is scarce in Geronimo, and J. 
II. Hoovy 
courtoously 
furnished 
tho best accomodation at his com- 
mand. 
Tho shooting was 
witnessed 
by 
a largo number 
of porsons all of 
whom seemed to think that tho of- 
ficer was justifiable in his 
action. 
At tho request of Justice 
Beshau 
Judgo 
F. L. 
B. Goodwin 
inter 
rogated tho witnesses and tho 
tcsti-mono- 
y 
was written 
down by 
Mr. 
Hinson 
Thomas, 
a 
rapid 
writer 
and a gentleman of experience 
in 
clerical and judicial matters. 
Aftor hearing the testimonoy 
of 
a number 
of witnesses, including 
Deputy O JNeal, tho jury through 
its foreman J. N. Porter, promptly 
returneda verdict to tho effect that 
tho 
deceased 
was 
named 
Fred 
Grannis. ago about 
25 years, 
and 
that ho camo to his 
death from a 
gun shot wound inflicted by 
Dep- 
uty Sheriff J. II. O'Neal 
whilo 
in 
tho discharge of his 
official 
duty. 
It seoms that somo timo before 
the shooting tho officer had loft his 
prisoners in 
tho custody 
of Tom 
Picket in the saloon of Wansleo & 
Simpson, whilo ho 
was 
absent 
a 
short timo. 
Tho deceased wanted 
to treat 
tho prisoners 
to a drink 
but was 
refused 
on tho grounds 
that it had been forbidden 
by the 
officer. 
Somo 
words of a harsh 
character followed and ho took 
of- 
fence at tho refusal, and being 
un-do- r 
tho influenco ot a night's 
dis- 
sipation doubtless resolved to com- 
mit murdor and at 
onco 
started 
for his camp 
to return 
with his 
rifle. 
But for tho opportune 
fact 
that tho officer saw him 
roturning. 
hoard his remark and acted prompt- 
ly, somo 
good 
man 
might 
havo 
been tho first to dto in 
o. 
Tho unfortunate ovent is to 
bo 
regretted but such cases will occur 
in 
all 
frontier 
camps until 
tho 
lawless androcklr-s- 
s 
olomont realize 
that "tho way of tho transgressor 
is hard."

Editor Guardian 
In 
my 
for- 
mer letter which appeared in your 
issue of tho 17th mst., I stated that 
I would at somo futuro timo give a 
moro detailed account of tho work- 
ings of this great copper plant. 
Beforo entering upon that 
sub 
ject I will relate some of tho inci 
dents connected with tho discovery 
of tho Copper Queen 
mine, 
which 
was the first located. 
A man by tho name 
of George 
Warren, whilo acting as a scout for 
a company of U. 
S. 
soldiers, 
in 
pursuit of the Apaches, whilo pass- 
ing through this canyon 
discover- 
ed somo float that attracted his 
at- 
tention. 
Alter his term of servico had ex 
pired ho 
returned 
with 
another 
man in 18 ib and located tho 
Cop- 
per Queen. 
Subsequently tho 
Hoi-broo- 
k 
was located by 
some 
other 
parties. 
In 1883 theso properties 
and tho Czar, which is tho central 
shaft of this 
great 
copper 
plant, 
consolidated under 
tho 
nnmo 
of 
tho "Copper Queen 
Consolidated." 
The Copper Queen was sold for 
?18,000 by the 
original 
locators, 
and Mr. Warren, as tho central 
fig-ur- o 
became 
demented 
through 
drink, and died 
a 
pauper 
three 
years ago, in tho camp 
where 
his 
fortune might havo been made had 
ho mado proper uso of tho advan- 
tages within his reach. 
In 1883 thofamous raid was mado 
on the town by a band of robbers 
who left the town after killing four 
men and ono 
woman, 
with 
very 
little boodle. 
Five of them 
wcro 
afterward captured 
and executed. 
.brom that timo until tho 
present, 
magnificicnt properties 
havo 
rap 
idly dovclopod, and this camp now 
has one 
of tho 
grandest 
copper 
plants in tho world. 
Tho 
mining department, 
sinco 
the death of tho late 
Mr. 
Howell, 
is under tho direction of Mr. 
Claw-so- 
There aro about 300 miners 
at work on day and night 
shifts. 
Tho Czar shaft, 
where 
the 
main 
hoisting works aro established and 
whero tho oro is all brought to tho 
surface, is down 400 
feet; 
drifts 
have been made at each 
100-fo- 
level 
in 
sevcial 
directions, 
and 
rails aro laid to 
tho 
several 
oro 
beds, so that now 
tho 
tracks 
are 
about 
forty-fiv- e 
miles 
in 
length. 
Ono drift 
runs 
back 
under 
tho 
mountain about ono 
mile. 
Thcro 
aro about 800 tons 
of 
oro 
raised 
every 
twenty-fou- r 
hours. 
Tho 
shaft at tho Holbrook is 
down 
to 
the 
500-foo- 
t 
level. 
There arc hoist- 
ing works thcro aho, but nothing 
but tho waste is raised thero. 
Tho 
oro between tho drifts is obtained 
by putting in stopes, and the 
min- 
ors work upward 
and 
dump 
tho 
oro below whero 
it 
is 
convoyed 
through a shuto to tho 
cars 
that 
carry it to tho central shaft. 


THE TREATMENT

ORE. 


Is under tho direction 
of Lewis 
Williams. 
Four smelters aro 
run- 
ning day and night, which reduces 
between 700 and 800 tons of 
oro 
daily into what is called mat. 
It 
contains from 40 to 
50 
per 
cent 
purojjmotal. 
This 
is broken 
into 
small pieces and run 
through 
smelter where it is molted 
over and run into the Besemer con- 
verters, whero 
everything 
oxcept 
tho motal is burned up and blown 
away, so that which is drawn from 
theso convcrtors is puro mettcl. 
Tho output of bullion is about 30 
tons per day. 
The assaying department is 
con- 
ducted by Mr. Barker. 
A foundry 
is also attached where all castings 
necessary for repairs aro moulded. 
Tho works and center 
of 
town 
aro 
well 
lighted 
by 
electricity 
which makes a grand 
appearanco 
at night. 
Tho company's mercantile house 
is doing an oxtensivo business, and 
the profits of this addod to thoso 
of other departments mut bring a 
very largo income, tho amount 
of 
which can only bo guessod 
at, 
as 
tho management 
is very 
reticent 
on this subject. 
Tho rail 
road 
which 
connects 
with tho S. P. at Benson runs daily 
except Sundays, is a great conven- 
ience and saves many 
dollars 
to 
tho company. 
Tho medical department 
is under 
tho caro of Dr. Swcot, 
assisted 
by 
Dr Carlton. 
Tho employes receive 
medical caro and medicino by pay- 
ing 82.00 por month. 
And last, but not least, is tho re- 
ligious and literary training of all 
who wish to tako advantage of tho 
oppoitunities 
offered. 
Tho church 
is alargo two story building. 
The 
ground floor 
is 
occupied 
by 
the 
post offico and 
freo 
library 
and 
reading room, which is 
well 
sup- 
plied with all kinds of books and 
papers. 
Tho second story is used 
for religious services and Sunday 
school. 
Tho 
house 
and 
services 
aro conducted 
by Bov. Prichard, 
who is engaged by tho 
company 
under a salary,

Church, 
and

the two men commenced 
firing at a 
mark. 
After firing several shots 
they sat down by the camp firo 
to 
clean their 
revolvers, 
supposing 
both 
were 
empty. 
Mr. 
Carr 
was a little longer than 
tho other 
in cleaning his gun, and requested 
his partner to place tho 
thing 
in 
tho wagon. 
Just as ho was in tho 
act of raising, 
tho 
gun 
in 
tho 
hands of Carr in somo way was 
ac- 
cidentally 
discharged, 
tho bullet 
entering the right side of Nattcn's 
head, 
near 
tho 
tomple, 
passing 
through the brain and lodging just 
beneath tho skin on 
tho opposite 
sido of tho 
head. 
With 
a groan 
tho unfortunate 
man 
fell 
to 
tho 
ground dead. 
His partner, 
sprang to 
his 
sido 
and endeavored to raise the lifeless 
form from tho ground, at the same 
timo wildly calling for help, which 
accounts for tho rumor that persons 
somo 
distance 
away 
heard 
the 
murdered man call for help. 
Somo 
men 
near 
the 
railroad 
track heard tho tho cries for help 
and 
ran 
to 
tho 
camp. 
Shortly 
afterward Deputy Marshall 
Birch-fiel- d 
appeared on tho scene, placed 
Carr under arrest and took charge 
of the body. 
Tho body 
was 
taken 
to Pima, 
Justico 
Lines 
summoned a 
cor 
oner's jury, who viow tho remains, 
and 
aftor 
hearing 
tho evidence 
brought in a verdict oxhonorating 
Carr from any blamo in 
tho 
kill- 
ing. 
Tho deceased only had ton cents 
in monoy on his person, and from 
letters found it 
was learned that 
his relatives 
lived in 
Now 
York. 
Tho 
remains 
wero 
buried 
at 
Pima.
